IN FRIGHTFUL CONDITION. 


North Clinton Street Has Been Prac- 


tically Impassable. 


For a considerable distance at the 


north side of Lawton park. North 
Clinton street is In a frightful condi- 
tion that has made the spot almost 
impassable for several weeks.

Alandapam, the present terminus. A 
narrow channel separates the termi- 


nus from the small island of Rames- 
waram, which is

small channel separates Manar from' 
Ceylon. The chief engineering efforts 
will take place on the island o£ Rames- 
waram. A ship cannl is to be cut right 
across this, and this will' be the first 
work to be taken In hand. The canal 
will be between two and three miles 
in length iind will be seventyfeet wide 
at the water level. A uniform depth 
of seventeen or eighteen feet will be 
maintained by means of Blocks at eith- 
er end, and the entrance channels to

"Apply our principle to the trust 


nuestion, and observe what it will 
yield. 
AVe tire at present trying the 


hazardous 
experiment of regulating 


trusts in one or other of two ways. In 
the, first place, we are attempting to 
restrain them from forms of organiza- 
tion and courses of action which are 
against the general interest by the 
compulsion 
of 
fines 
and 
penalties. 


These fines and penalties 
generally 


fall not upon the individuals respons- 
ible but upon the stockholders -who, 
under our present extraordinary ad- 
ministration of the la.w, are without 
any real power to control the business 
they nominally own. 


"Fines ajso operate -tn take out of 


legitimate business large sums ot 
money of which the public treasury Is 
not in neeci, and whose 
withdrawal 


embarrases the 
general 
process of 


trade and manufacture. It is a means 
of regulation which so far has certain- 
ly not accomplished Its objects. 


Affairs of Concerns Dictated, 


"The other means by which we seek 


control is the government of public 
service corporations, as we ha.ve come 
to call them, through commissions. 
have carried this method so far that 
we have virtually gone the length ol 
directing 
their management, 
which 


carries u; much beyond the point of 
mere control. 
The opportunities this 


offers for political influence nnd In- 
dividual tyranny can easily be per- 
ce'ved. 


"There is only one principle in re- 


gard to these matters which the demo- 
cratic party can consistently adopt. I 
is perfectly possible to make all cor- 
porations ?o disclose tbe details o 
their organization as to make it evi-

.onscr possible with the modern com- 
binations ot Industry ajid transporta- 
tion to discriminate tha Interests ot 
the several states. 


"The democratic principle Is that 


government should 
study not only 


regulation but individual liberty and 
individual responsibility nnd that no 
regulation incompatible with the free- 
dom and development of the individual 
is tolerable. 


"Apply these doctrines to the great 


questions ot the day and see what they 
will yield you. The original principle 
of protective tariffs 
In this country 


turned at every point upon this single 
subject: The calling out of all the re- 
sources ami energies of the nation, and 
their protection against foreign com- 
petition so long as they should be un- 
able to bear competition. The prin- 
ciple upon which tho Aldrich tariff is 
b.-rscd is ,1 radically different one—not 
the benefit of the country at large and 
the careful -stimulation o£ Its many 
and various industries, but the. benefit 
of those encaged In the protected in- 
diutrie?. the Incompetent along with 
tho competent.

!8 IB Go4'» contribution to the great 
question of the day. An Increase of

AVe shall be reminded that other 


conditions are needed. True, but it is 
a question, whether all are noV includ- 
ed In true prayer. There are strifes 
and divisions and contentions among 
the people of God, and these render 
prevailing prayer impossible. This Is 
sadly true; and we are persuaded 
that the continuance of such condi- 
tions as render strife necessary is a 
triumph of tue great enemy ot souls. 
But Is it not true prayer the condi- 
tion on which' alone we may know 
how to conduct our warfare in the 
right spirit?

Personal feeling is exposed and 


condemned when we draw near to 
God In prayer. "If thou bring thy 
gift to the altar and there remem- 
berest that thy brother hath aught 
against thee"—why "there remem- 
berest?"

LINCOLN'S ONLY DUEL. 


N Abraham Lincoln's one meeting on the field ot 
honor no shot was fired, no one was hurt, and but a 
silicic blow wns struck.

Tlie affair Is commonly referred to as "the famous 


Llncolii-Hhields duel," a widely misleading phrase. 
Tlii! fact remains, however, that the great Imimmlla- 
rian was once drawn under I he operations of the code 
mill that he sallied forth with a deadly weapon ready 
ID his baud, apparently with deadly intent. His oppo- 
nent was ID have been .lames Shields, then State 
Auditor of Illinois and later major general. 


Shields was a peppery, swaggering little man who 


took himself with much seriousness, and was con- 
stantly the object of jokes, personal and political. 
Lincoln wns then a member of the Legislature, lie 
wrote :i letter to a Springfield paper dated from "Lost; 
Townships" and signed "Aunt Hebccca,'' in which he 
attacked a certain luxation provision.. Incidentally he 
took a quiet nip ut Shields. 


Lincoln's broken engagement wilh Mary Todd was 


then in process oC repair, and the young woman was 
mightily amused by the young legislator's contribu- 
tion. 
She wielded a sharply satirical pen herself 


nnd Is suspected of having had a hand in the original 
letter. Whatever her share in the first, she is com- 
monly credited with the authorship of the second, lu 
which "Aunt Rebecca" proposed to the Auditor, one, 
of whoso weaknesses was a pride iu his gallantry. 
A few days later she also produced some doggerel 
verse celebrating the supposed marriage of "Aunt 
llebccca" and Shields. 


There was laughter in Springfield, but Shields was 


furious. He inquired nt the office of the newspaper 
nnd Lincoln look the responsibility for the whole 
•'Aunt Hebccca" series upon himself. Soon afterward 
Lincoln left Springfield nnd went to Tromont. While 
he was there two friends, R. II. Mcrryman and Will- 
lam Butler, drove into (own and warned him that the 
Auditor Ayas close behind, breathing^reugcnnce. On 
arriving-Shields sent a demand for retraction of all 
"offensive allusions." Lincoln took the stand that the 
Auditor should have first asked him formally whether 
he was the author of the articles, would not answer, 
and declared that a withdrawal of the demand or a 
challenge was .the only possible course for Shields. 
Seconds were accordingly named, Mcrryman for Lin- 
coln and General Whitcsidcs for the Auditor. Lin- , 
coin's conditions were:— 


"First.—Weapons—Cavalry broadswords 
of the 


largest size, precisely equal in all respects, and such 
as are now used by the cavalry company at Jack- 
sonville. 


•'Second.—Position—A plruik (en feet long and 


from nine to twelve inches broad, to be firmly fixed 
ou edge on the ground as the line between us, which 
neither is ro pass his foot over on forfeit of his life. 
Nest a line drawn on the ground on either side of 
said plank and parallel with it, each at the distance 
of the whole length of the plank and three feet addi- 
tional from the plank, aud the passing of bis own 
such line by cither party during the light shall V 
deemed a surrender of the contest." 


He also named time and place, and on September 


22, 1842, Lincoln aud Merryman drove iuto the towii 
of Alton, on the Mississippi, with 
broadswords 


enough to equip a regiment rattling in the bottom of 
the buggy. 


The suggestion that Shields, who "could walk under 


Lincoln's arm," should fight his lanky, long limbed 
adversary with a sword as tall as himself was suf 
ilcieutly ludicrous, But the preparations went foi' 
ward with all due ceremony. The OITC touch of humo- 
which "Old Abe" added to the situation at this rioiu ' 
was the remark that the place selected was singular!'

Occidental mind and left the impression 
that they were genuine supernatural manifestations 
which cimld not be explained in the light of the 
knowledge of the \Vcstern world. All these ideas, or 
most of them, at least, are sent glimmering by the 
expose- of the. methods of the supposed thuumatur- 
gists of the Orient, most of whose achievements are 
now proved to be merely the trickery of adept char- 
la tuns. 


Mr. Carrington until recently was assistant to Pro- 


fessor .lames H. Hyslop, of the Society of Psychical 
Research, of this city, and has had a wide experi- 
pnco as an investigator of psychic phenomena of all 
kinds. He recently returned from Italy, where he 
examined into the claims of the noted medium En- 
sapia 1'alailino, and ho has also made Srst hand 
studies of the wnrk of Spiritualists. 


This last \oliimc, "Hindu Magic," is gathered from 


his own experience and also from that of his father, 
an Anglo-Indian, vlio made extensive studies of the 
methods of she fakirs of the.'Far East. Mr. Carring- 
ton, before he devoted himself exclusively to psychic 
studies, was a magician and his own facility in leger- 
demain peculiarly fitted him for the role of a dclver 
into the mysteries of the Yogi art. 


He is now a resident of Now York, wllcrc be is 


engaged in independent research. He sets forth in 
his introduction that lie will describe the chief tricks 
performed by tin; picturesque practitioners, although 
he does not by any means deny that there arc certain 
oC them who have powers beyond the ken.of ordinary 
men.

server is certain that he has seen the laws of nature surface, skilfully treated and watered, will scarcely

Diving Tricks. 


Diving tricks of various kinds are employed "by th« 


fakirs. The commonest one is performed with the 
use of a small toy duck, -which floats upon the enrfact 
of a bowl of water and recedes whenever a spectatot 
approaches it. The operator has made a minute hol« 
in the bottom of the bowl, through which he has 
drawn a hair. The upper end of the hair is attached 
to the duck by means of a small bit of was. The 
fact that there is a leak in the bowl is concealed by 
the juggler spilling a little water as though, accJ- . 
dentally from the bowl. 


He controls the movement of the duck by manipu- 


lating the hair or dark thread which is attached to his 
leg. The test is usually performed on dark ground. 
Another diving trick is performed by means of a small 
rabbit iu a pail of -water, which is hurled out by means 
of a spring bent double. Tbe spring is held in place bj 
a piece of sugar and is released when the sugar has 
melted. 


A trick that has from time to time astonished th« 


Western mind consists of placing'a stone tinder a small 
basket. .The basket is removed and Instead of a stone 
:s a scorpion or snake. Tbe basket is again taken up 
and a tlock of small birds is revealed. 


The substitution of the snake for the stone is merely 


ordinary sleight of hand—something on the order of 
the pea under the walnut shell. The birds are in a 
black cloth bag, which was introduced into the basket 
when the attention wns fixed upon the snake.

HOW TO HELP THE HORSE 


If your horse comes into the stable 


warm and tired, feed him no grain for 
ut'least an hour. 


It is much better to give a horse a 


small fiauntlty of water when ho comes 
hot from -Ihe field, and an hour later 
five him all ho can drink. 


The floor of the hay loft should be

CARE OF WINTER VEGETABLES 


Do not store away any unsound or 


cruised fruit or vegetables, as they will 
soon decay and cause all those next to 
them to go thc same way. 
, Bury Irish potatoes on a well drained 
spot. 
Cover with wheat straw about 


sx inches deep, put on four inches of 
dirt (earth) and let this freeze lightly 
then cover with six or eight inches of 
rough, strawy, stable manure. As soon 
as this gets wet and freezes put on si- 
inches more earth and pat it down 
smooth. This is for potatoes for seed 
and table use next spring before early 
potatoes cime again. 


They will keep better than It kept in 


a cold storage plant. 


Place beets, carrots, salsify, turnips 


and a few parsnips in barrels. First 
put in two or three inches ot garden 
snil, any mellow earth will io. then a 
layer of vegetables and so till the bar- 
rel is full or all arc in. Place thc barrel 
In a moderately warm cellar.

To prepare a piece of ground for 


onions, raise a crop of early potatoes; 
then after thu potatoes are dug, plow 
thu ground very deeply, and pulverize 
It thoroughly. 


Have- a supply of Inose, rich com- 


post or virgin soil from the woods 
ready to cover the sets when planted. 


Level the ground nicely, and mark 


off the rows nine Inches apart. Make 
drills two inches deep. 


Then take the little sets between the 


thumb and forefinger,' place them in 
thc bottom of (ho row about one or two 
inches apart, with the sprout end up- 
ward. 30 ihat the onion will grow 
straight, so as to have a straight, white 
shank. 


After the sets arc placed in Ilic row. 


cover them with about three inches of 
virgin soil, thoroughly-rotted compost 
or old chip manure. 


There will be nothing more to do to 


them unless there should come up a 
growth of weeds that threatens to 
smother them out. 


Some time toward 'the last of Jan- 


uary, see If your onions have white 
stems about /the size of your middle 
linger and three and one-half or four 
Inches long. 


Ii' so, dig them up with a spade, and 


take them into a shed where 
have a. Urn to keep warm. 


Clean them by stripping down UK 


outside leaves, and cutting the roots oil 
just enough to not cut the crov.-n of 
the root from the union. 


Tie up in bunclios of four or live 


onions cadi. 


Cut off the green tops short ciiui!s;li 


so that the. bunches will fit inside of a 
strawberry or peach box. 


Pack with alternate ends until lh» 


box Is tightly lillcd. but rlo not l,rji«e 
the. onions, then after the cover is 
nailed on the box. they are ready to 
ship to the market.
